ILLINOIS LOSES ON WHEAT. 


CropCoet More to Bolao Thao It« ¥aloo. 
and There Is Nom to Sell. 


Sprlng^eld, Ills., Sept. l.»The Illinois 
state board of agriculture has issued 
summary of reports received from corre­ 
spondents in all the counties of tha 
state, showing the condition and yield 
of all crops, live stock, fruits, etc., In 
Illinois, Aug. 1, 1897. The report shows 
that of all acreage sown to wheat this 
season 58 per cent, was winter-killed, 
leaving but 898,fS6 acres for harvest, of 
which 41,073 acres was spring wheat. 
The central portion of the state suf­ 
fered the greatest loss, where but 23 
per cent, was harvested. The quality 
harvested it» excellent. 


The tabulation of wheat shows the 
following results: Number of acres,898.- 
7^; average yield per acre. 11 bushels: 
total numl^r bushels produced, 10,25S,- 
525; price per bushel, 67 cents: total 
value. $6.924,013; value per acre, 17.70; 
cost per acre of production, 18.50; total 
cost of production, 17,668.666; total loss, 
$738,653. On the above basis it will take 
2,584,591 bushels for seed and 15,271,328 
bushels for consumption for the coming 
year.

He says 
the committee that waited on him as­ 
sured him that the plan had. their 
cordial support, and they felt that the 
body of the miners would indorse It if 
submitted to them. The colonel pointed 
out to his men how an enforced settle­ 
ment w'ould result In only temporary 
gain to either side, and repeated to 
them his well-known views in favor of 
arbitration.

‘‘A mile and a half from tbe Fountain 
lotel, and easily reached by bicycle, 
tourist wagon, or by walking, lies a 
hidden basin full of nature’s caprices. 
At the entrance, as if on guard, stands 
the immaculate White Dome. As one 
approaches, he almost expects to be 
challenged and asked for a countersign, 
f such a challenge is given it is in a 
curious fashion, in the form of a geyser 
eruption, for the White Dome is a gey­ 
ser. It is not unlike the Castle G ^ser, 
or the White ^ram id of the Upper 
Geyser Basin. The geyser is a very 
white, rather dome-shaped 
mound, 
built up from the secretions of its 
waters, and is the most conspicuous 
mature of the locality. It is perhaps 25 
eetbigh, with a circumference at the 
base of 75 or 100 feet. Its eruptions come 
at intervalaof from twenty to forty-five 
minutes, bein^ somewhat irregular, 
and the water Is thrown to a height of 
^rom ten to tweutv-five feet.”

The Populists held out strongly for 
Judge Neville, but when after hot de 
bate and many ballots the Silver Re­ 
publicans finally nominated Judge Sul­ 
livan, the Demcratlc nominee, the Pop­ 
ulists veered around and also unani­ 
mously nominated him. being urged to 
do so by Judge Neville In a speech In 
which he withdrew in favor of Sullivan.

Nothing la That Report of a Row Over the 
Line of the Klendyke. 


Washington, Sept. S.—General 
Duf- 
field, superintendent of the coast and 
geodetic survey, who has been promi­ 
nently Identlfled in determining the line 
between Alaska and the British North­ 
west territory, is not impressed with the 
probability of trouble between this gov­ 
ernment and Great Britain over the lo­ 
cation of the Klondyke ¿old fields. *‘It Is 
true." he said, when shown the dlspatcli 
from Port Townsend quoting a deputy 
United States maridial a» saying In ef­ 
fect that the United States will assert 
control over that section, "that the loca­ 
tion of the line between the two coun­ 
tries has not yet been formally accepted, 
but the location has been very definite­ 
ly determined. The 141st meridian was 
designated as the 
boundary 
between 
Russia and Great Britain and nothing 
remained after our aceptance of that 
understanding but to locate the meri­ 
dian. 


“The location was made 
on 
the 
north at Porcupine river by our sur­ 
veyors and in the vicinity of the Yukon 
by the Canadians under Oglllvie. and 
their work there was checked by our 
men. 
We found that where Ogllvle's 
line crossed Forty Mile creek It was 15- 
lOi of a second or six feet and nine 
Inches too far east,, and when It crossed 
the Yukon It w'as 14 seconds or ilS feet 
too far west. Thus It may be seen that 
the line aa located by Ogllvie Is sub­ 
stantially correct. There Is no possibil­ 
ity of an error the correction of which 
could place the new region In American 
territory. At the nearest point Dawson 
City Is fifty miles on the Canadian side 
of the Ogllvie line.**
